“At the last annual meeting of the Grand Lodge, 
it was recommended that the Grand Master, by hit- 
self or special deputies, visit all Lodges, whose chart- 
ers were, by resolve ofthe Grand Lodge, at its June 
session in 1840, declared forfeited, and which had, in 


| 1841, not been surtendered. The terms of the recom. 


mendation invest the Grand Master with biscretionary

It has, therefore, seemed to 
me that it was only necessary to state the case, and 
to give those officers distinctly. to uaderstand that the 
Regulations of the Grand Lodge will in all cases be 


rigidly enforced, to secure all that could be accomplish-. 


ed by the personal efforts of the Grand Master or his 
deputies. Besides, I: am not clearly satisfied that 
such a large expenditure of the funds of this Grand 
Lodge, es is contemplated in the recommendation, 
would, under the circumstances, be either judicious 
or justifiable. I, therefore, recommend, that as the 
District Deputy Grand Masters have, ina measure, 
failed to carry out the requisitions of the resolution of 
the 9th of June, 1840, that the Grand Secretary be 
directed immediately to communicate with the proper 
officers of the deceased Lodges, and to demand of them, 
in the name of this Grand Lodge, an immediate com- 
pliance with the Grand Regalations, in such case 
mate and-provided, and that he report atthe next 
annual’ commanication. In conaection with this 
subject, I beg leave respectfully to submit for the con- 
sideration of the Grand Lodge, whether a past officer 
of this Grand Lodge can lawfully claim to hold: his 
place asa Life member, after be shall have ceased to 
be a member of a subordinate Lodge under this 
jarisdiction 2?’ The Sth section of the Ist article of 
the Grand Regulations, provides that ‘all officers and 
menibers of the Grand Lodge must be Master Masons, 
and members of some subordinate Lodge under its 
jurisdiction.” —I would not uanecessarily and without 
just cause, disfranchise any past officer of this Grand 
Lodge of his. Life-membership ; but I cannot, con- 
sistently. with what I regardasaselemo daty, permit 
any practice which I-may conceive to be contrary to 
the Grand Regulations, to pass unnoticed: If the 
Regulation be wrong, let it be abolished ; but sa long 
as it remains a law of this Grand Lodge, the practice 
should correspond with.it. I{the Grand Regulations 
may be violated in this respect,they may in any other. 
Either the regulation or the praetiee should be abol- 
ished. Ileave the matter to be disposed of as the 
wisdom of the Grand Lodge may dete mine. 

By a resolution adopted by this Graod Lodge on 
the 9th June, 1835; the “representation of the subor- 
dinate. Lodges in the Grand Lodge, or, in case of the 


non-attendance of representatives, one officer or proxy. 


from each subordinate Lodge—when said representa- 
tives, officers or proxies shall attead mainly. for that 
purpose—shall be eatitied te receive from the Grand 
Treasurer five cents a mile for travel to and frem the 
Grand Ledge, until it shall be etherwise ordered.” — 
The original intention of the wover of this resolutien, 
was te encourage a more full representation of: the 
Lodges. At the time of ite adoption, Masonry, un- 
der this jurisdiction, was at its lowest stage of de- 
pression. Many of the Lodges were without funds, 
and could not therefore defray the charges of their 
representatives. It was also found that very few 
brethren were willing, if able, to bear the entire ex- 
pense themselves. In this state of the case, the 
Grand Lodge generously came forward and proposed 
te bear a portion of the expenses, by allowing the 
representatives five cents a mile, when they should 
come expressly and solely. on the business of their 
appointment. Bat the privilege of drawing mileage 
has been carried to an extent not originally. contem- 
plated, and which, if persisted in, will eventually, and 
that at no very distant day, result io an entire exhaus- 





of this Grand Lodge. Besides, the fact is neither to 
be concéaléd nor denied, that the original iaten- 
tion of the resolation has been perverted, and that 
mileage has frequently been drawn.by brethren who 
were not legally entitled to it. Again: Representa- 
tives come here from Lodges which have not, for 
years, contributed a dollar for the support of the G. 
Lodge, or even complied with the requisitions uf the 
Grand Regulations. This is an abuse that ought not 
longer to be tolerated. In 1830 thefuads of the G. 
Lodge amounted to $2,170,983. At the last annual 
meeting. they had been reduced to $1,140,60. Show- 
ing an excess of expenditures over the receipts, in 
eleven years, of $1;030,33, or about $90 per annum. 
The pay roll the last year, amounted to about $95, or 
exceeding the average annual excess of expenditures 
for the eleven preceding years. It must be obvious 
to the Grand Lodge that this state of things cannot 
long continue, and that if some measures be not soon 
taken to rel eve the Treasury from the burden uader 
which it now labors, it must ultimately be exhaus- 
ted. 

‘IT have learned to my great surprise and- regret 
that some ofthe Lodges under: this jurisdiction, have 
fallen into aa error in reference to the fees for the de- 
grees. In 1838, a proposition was made inthis Grand 
Lodge to reduce the fees toten dollars, which propo 
sition did not avail. No Lodge, therefore, is authori- 
sed to conferthe degrees for a less sum than that 
fixed by the Grand Regulations. 

“At the annual communication. of this Grand 
Lodge in June 1840, a report was received and adop- 
ted ia relation to the local difficulties existing in the 
State of New York, growing-out of the organization 
of a body of Masons under the style and title of “St. 
John’s Grand Lodge. In that report the Grand 
Secretary of this Grand’ Lodge, is authorised to “hold 
suck communication and receive such civiltres” with 
the aforesaid body of Masons,as ire may deem right and 
proper. Since the acceptance of the report referred 
to, nearly every Grand Lodge in the United States 
has, to the best of my knowledge, fully approved of 
the course pursued by the Grand Lodge of New 
York, aad unequivocally condemned the course of 
the persons styling themselves “ St. John’s Grand 
Lodge.” They have, withouta single exception, re- 
fused to recognise that association asa regular Ma- 
‘sonic body, and prohibited alt fraternal’ intercourse 
between its members, and the Fraternity under their 
respective jurisdictions. I therefore recommend that 
ithe Grand Secretary of this Grand Lodge be direeted 
to suspead all further communication with said. asso- 
ciation. 

“ [have the pleasure to lay before the Grand Lodge 
an official copy of the proceeding of the late National

Death Baffied by Magnetism. 





Every day is bringing out new wonders performed 
by animal magnetism, which apgears now to be the 
great agent ia every operation of nature.

room in the house, without the aid of acrutch or stick, 
as it nothing hadailed her. Another experiment was 
tried, aad it had the effect of removing every trace of 
the disease. Dr Ewing is well known in that city, and 
Mr. Erkson are both highly respectable, and their 
statement are entitle to full credence.

The Seraglio, at Constantinople, is on the eastern 
Point. The area is 150 acres, enclosed with high 
walls. The entrance from the west is ‘called the Sub- 
lime Porte, a name frequently given to the whole gov- 
ernment. The second gate is ‘called the Gate-of Hap- 
piness, and in its splendid buildings are todged from 
5 to 600 females, guarded by enouchs. There's also 
an old seragtio in the centre ofthe city, where are kept 
the wives and concubines. of former sultans. At a 
short distance from the Sublime Porte stands the old 
christian church of St. Sophia, built by J ustinian ; 
and since the Mahometan conquest in 1453, used as 
animperial mosque. it isreplete with curiosities.— 
Its length is 269 feet, and its breath 243 feet. Six of 
its pillars are of green jasper, from the Temple of Di- 
aaa, at Ephesus; and eight of porphyry, from the 
yemple of the Sun, at Rome.
